AR barrels blazed along the

outside the national territory it will 
be impossible for any true Trishman 
to be satisfied. Every other cause 
of quarrel between the two countries 
has heen removed, but a really solid 
basis of friendship cannot. be laid as 
long as the Six Counties are cut 
off.’ 

Turning to the issues in the elec- 
tion, Mr. de Valera said that other 
parties were making promises to the 
farmers, but it was easier for the 
farmers to pay out of their present 
pocket than to pay out of the 
sugar, tobacco, and tea pocket.

XTRACT of malt and cod 
E liver oil—off the market 
since 1940 — has now 
arrived in Dublin from the United 
States. A quantity of 10 tons of 
the extract forms part of the 
large consignments of chemicals 
and -drugs which have 
arriving from the States at 
intervals during the past seven 
weeks. 

Five thousand gallons of cod 
liver oil have also been imported 
from Newfoundiand, and the 
additional vitamins A and D 
which the oil contains will be 
welcome in view of their connec- 
tion with the present rickets 
problem. 

Other commodities to come in 
are mercury, mercurial salts and 
saccharine, the last-named of 
which will be made irto tablets 
for diabetics.

Curtin, Australian Premier. 

In a statement after his first con- 
ference for several months, on 
Monday, with General Douglas

Curtin said:—‘‘It was a good day, 
and, from the Australian point of 
view, I feel that the pressure on this 
country is going to be thrown back 
on the enemy. ‘The holding war 
impsed upon us under circumstances 
of great difficulty has been an 
obligation under global” strategv, 
which has been discharged, 

“I do not, think the enemv can 
now invade our country. I believe 
we can hold Australia as a base 
from which to launch both limited 
and major offensives ‘against Japan.” 

Observers -in Canberra _beliéve 
that in the next phase of the South- 
West Pacific ‘war Japan will be 
faced with an unprecedented concen-

DMIRAL Arturo _ Riccardi,

Education and Industry 


Professor T. J. Nolan, in his 
address last night to the Irish 
Technical Education Congress, 
made and reiterated several im- 
portant suggestions concerning 
the relation of education and 
industry. Firstly, he pointed out 
that it has been found, in recent 
times, that the advantage of the 
industrialist is no longer in ex- 
ploitation of his workers, and that 
the provision of improved con- 
ditions for employés has been 
found to be to the benefit of em. 
ployers. What is “more, this 
principle has general application ; 
for the industrialist is likely. to 
be benefited, rather than harmed, 
by “a properly based and co- 
ordinated educational framework 
in which the worker, as well as 
the controlling element, is pro- 
vided with opportunities to train 


fl his mind, to enlarge his concepts, 


and to develop a cultural interest 
in hife.” This is in no sense a scp 
to the workers—a palliative, 
which may keep the “lower classes 
in good temper while their em- 
ployers continue to reap their 
profits. The first thing which 
must be realised by any State, 
whether industrial or agricultural, 
is that the manual worker is as 
important as the intellectual 
worker. There has been in the 
past, in Ireland especially, too 
great a tendency to regard thé 
Civil Service and the professions 
as the only respectable ways of 
life. Young people work through 
school and college with the 
deliberate intention of getting) 
away. from the land or the
